The active principle on 
which all these tension phenomena are 
based is centrifugal force.

Hall Storm at Moose Jaw. 


Moose Jaw, Aug. 5. The country to 
the north of Moogs Jaw wae visited by a 
severe hail stofm Inst night, and the 
damagé to the crope te vety serious. It 
is impos#iblé aa yet to correctly estimate 
the total amount of the damage. Some 
farmere were bailed out complotely, oth- 


ors lost trot, 40 to 60 per Gbnt, Others 25.). 


The stotm occurred at 7:30 and swept a 
territory ix miles wide, the most souther- 
ly edge of the storm touching at pointe 
six and a half miles from the city. The 
Woleely settlement seems to have suffer- 
ed most severely. The country north of 
Oaron 14 reported as practically devastat- 
ed, The church of St. Andrews at Ches- 
ter, a few miles north of Moose Jaw, was 
carried away by the wind. It is the 
worst storm that bas visited this district 
in six years. Itis felt in the city tnat 
the tale of destruction is not half told.

Moose Jaw, Sask., Aug. 8.—A double 
drowning accident occurred in the Moose 
Jaw river a mile from the city this morn 
ing, the ‘victims being David Jones, A

sters at Ellington White’s briek yards.

found two hours after the fatality oc- 
curred, and that of Fraser after eight 
hours’ grappling. Both victims were 
homesteaders,

Thirty Million “Coffin Nails” Saved. 


Ottawa, Aug. 8,—There were thirty 
million less cigarettes smoked in Canada 
last year than the year before, The de- 
cline is held to be entirely among boys of 
16 years or under, and to be entirely due 
to the restrictive legislation put through 
parliament by the government during 
the session of 1908. It is believed that 
the law actually prevented the smoking 
of from 40 to 50 million cigarettes by the 
boys of the country as the consumption 
was focreasing aad if-it bad not beeo for 
the law there would have been ao inp- 
crease of from 10 to 20 millions instead 
of a decrease of 30 millions. This is a 
fair assumption as the consumption was 
increasing each year aod during six 
years prior to 1908 the increase amount- 
ed to over 75,000,000.

ADENOIDS. 


The Way These Growths Endanger 
the Heaith of Children. 

Adenoids are curious little caulifiow- 
er-like growths which appear at the 
junction of the nasal cavity and the 
pharynx. They are often observed at 
birth, but they seldom cause discom- 
fort until some months. later, Then 
they interfere with respiration and 
cause the baby to be restless. It tosses 
fo its sleep und wakens suddenly, cry- 
ing out as if in distress. 

If adenoids are permitted to remain 
they deform the mouth, teeth. throat, 
chest and face. At thelr worst they 
produce pop eyes and what is called a 
frog face. They cause mouth breath- 
ing, witb all its attendant evils, They 
open the way for-a hundred and one 
flls, from rupture of tbe eardrum,’ run- 
ning from the ears, coughs and tonsili- 
tis to pulmonary tubercuiosis. . 

A slight operation suffices to remove 
them. The baby suffers little pain and 
loses little blood, Out they. come, and 
with them the overgrown tonsils that 
commonity accompany them. If they 
ate suffered te remain they may never 
be discovered. But it is certain that in 
one way or another, directly or indi- 
rectly, they will cause damage.—Dr. 
Leonard Keene Hirshbergin in Deline-

Yarmouth’s Narrow Street. 

: Kitty Witches row, Great Yar- 
mouth, can justly claim to be the var- 
rowest street in the world, the en- 
trance at one end being only twenty- 
nine inches ‘and at the other fifty-six 
inches.

Well Tested. - ‘That Are Not 
to Carry Out. 


To make cream biscuits mix one 
quart of flour, five ounces of butter, . 
two teaspoonfals of baking powder 
tnd a little salt lightly together. Add 
phe quart of sweet cream and work 
jvery well for several minutes, Roll 

out as thick as a silver dollar, cook in 
& hot oven and serve hot with honey 
or preserves, 

Johnnycake,—One quart of meal, 
one pint of warm water and one tea- 
spoonful of salt. Sift meal in a pan 
and add water and salt. Stir it until 
it is light, then place on a new clean 
board and place nearly upright before 
the fire. When brown cut in squares, 
butter nicely and serve hot. 

Hanover Rolls.—Sift twice two quarts 
of flour, Add four tablespoonfuls of 
yeast, one tablespoonful of lard or but- 
ter, one tablespoonful of sugar, one 
dessertspoonful of salt and a pinch of 
soda. Use enough lukewarm water to 
make the mass soft enough to knead 
well and put where it will rise. When 
light, grease the hands and make into 
rolls. Let them rise again and bake 
in bot oven, 

Wheat Moffins.—Two cupfuls of 
flour, two teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der, one teaspoonful of salt, two table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter, two table- 
spoonfuls of sugar, one cup of milk, 
one well beaten egg. Bake in muffin 
tins and serve hot. 

Allegheny Tea Cake.—One pound of 
butter, one pound of sugar, eight eggs 
and one and one-quarter pounds of 
flour. Rub butter and sugar together 
and add by degrees the well beaten 
eggs and the flour. Flavor to taste. 
Drop with a spoon on well greased tins 
and bake. 

Rusk or Sweet Bread.—One ping of 
flour, one pint of white sugar, one 
teacupful of melted lard, one and one- 
half pints of water and two kitchen 
spoonfuls of yeast, Make into a bat- 
ter at night and set in a warm place to 
rise. ‘The next morning work into this 
sponge two beaten eggs and three pints 
of flour. Set in a warm place to rise 
again. When light make into pretty 
shapes, let it rise again and when light 
-bake in quick oven. Spread on the 
rolls when warm the white of an egg 
and sifted cinnamon. The dough 
should be as soft as you can make it 
to work well, 


HOUSEWIFE. HINTS. 


Squeeze a few drops of lemon in the 
water in which potatoes are boiled. 
just before they are done, and they 
will not turn black. 

If soda is mixed with fiour in mak- 
ing ginger cookies with sour milk, in- 
stead of being dissolved in milk, as is 
the usual way, they will be lighter. 

‘oc keep milk toast from being sog- 
gy. as it too frequently is, try serving 
the boiling hot, buttered milk in a cov- 
ered pitcher, passing it with crisp, hot 
toast. In this way each person can 
have toast as soft or as crisp as de- 
sired. 

A delicate flavor to homemade ice 
cream is imparted by dissolving a tea- 
spoonful of arrowroot in a cup of cold 
mik, adding it to the cream. Beet 
juice is excellent for coloring sherbets 
or cream, and the vegetable flavor is 
not detected. : 

Good steel knives are better when 
sharpened at intervals by a profession- 
al, Often arrangements can be made 
with the butcher to take alt knives in 
the house and include them with his 
knives for sharpening. This is espe- 
cially convenient in the suburbs, where 
stores are bard to reach and where the 
butcher's cart is a frequent visitor. 

Light carpets can be cleaned with a 
mixture of coarse salt and light corn- 
meal, Put the mixture on plentifully 
and scrub in the usual manner witb a 
clean, dry scrubbing brush. Afterward 
sweep the carpet clean and use the 
carpet sweeper to collect the dust. 
Magnesia will clean soiled spots on 
rugs or carpets, and often a badly 
blemished mark can be removed if 
washed with the suds from naphtha 
soap and then rubbed dry with a clean 
cloth. Naphtha soap is excellent for 
cleaning colored rugs if the soap is 
not too liberally used, It does ‘not 
fade tints, but tends to brighten them.

Hotel Holocaust in, B.C. 
Vernon, B. C., Auguet 10.—Fire broke 
ot io the Okanagan Hotel here abuot 
two this morning, teaulting in the total 
destruction of the building and the loss 
of lifé of eleven guests of the house, 
The building, which was of brick veneer 
and three storeys in height, with about 
48 rooms, was a seething mass of flames 
by the tinte the fire alarm was turned in 
to the fire station. 

Both the back and front stairways 
were on fire before the firemen arrived 
on the ecene of the holocaust and the 
guests were escaping from the burning 
building down the fire escapes or at the 
rear, where some outhouses made their 
descent lesé hazardous. Only by the 
most strenuous efforts on the part of the 
firemen was the fire confined to this one 
building, which is situated on the main 
street and surrounded by prominent bus 
iness houses. 

Up to the time of wiring eleven bodies 
have been removed from the smouldering 
ruins and a search for more is being car- 
ried of. 

The dead are; Wilburt Swith, carpen- 
ter; J.J. Funsien, laborer; James An- 
derson, delivery man for J. W. Clover; 
Julius Fuerst, bar tender, relative of the 
proprietor of a hotel in Wetaskiwin; 
George Jarrat and Geo. McKay, of Cal- 
gary; Geo. Sigalet, A. Hickling, A. Crab- 
tree, a Bohemian (name unknown), A. 
Hickling lost bis life in his attempt to 
save the life of one of the domestics in 
the hotel, after having saved oné of Siga- 
let’s daughters.
